in any Colony, with the approval of Her Majesty in Council, 
frota time to time toniake provision ior providing, main-.

from time to time approves, for raising and maintaining Sea- 
men and others entered on twrns of being bound to serve as

1. The Governor in Council may establish a Board of 
Health for the City (rf Fredericton, aisd at any time dissolve 
or renew the same, or add to its numbers. 

. 2. The Mayor, and one Alderman of the stnd City, with so 
mai^ residents o£ the swd City as may be appointed by the 
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t^T^mor in Council, shiJl be members of Bnch Board : tbe 
Mayor, or in tiis absence the s^d Alderman, or in the abBence 
of both, any other member nominated by the Boird, shall be

8. All the proceedings and business transactions of the 
said " New Brunswick Benefit Building Society and Savings 
Fund," find of and connected with the Saint John Building 
Society and Investment Fund, since the time of tiie repeal 
of the said Act hereby revived, (so far as the same shall have 
been in accordance with the provisions of the said Act,) shall 
be and shall be held to he and to have been as valid and 
effectual in all respects as if the said " Act for the regulatioa 
of Benefit Building Societies" had not been repealed, but 
had continued in force until the passing of this Act ; and all 
mortgages cancelled by the acting Trustees of the said 
"New Brunswick Benefit Building Society and Savings 
Fund," in accordance with the rules of the said Society and 
the said Act hereby revived, shall be held to have been duly 
cancelled and discharged ; and the rules and regulations 
adopted by the members of the said " Saint John Building 
Society and Investment Fund," (so far as the same shall be 
in accordance with the terms of the said revived Act,) shall 
he held to have been and shall continue and remain in full 
force and effect ; and the officers of the said Society shall 
respectively continue until such time as they may he dis- 
placed and others appointed in their room pursuant to the

Wherbas it is thought that the establishment of a Bank 
at Miramichi, in the County of Northumberland, would pro- 
mote the interest of the Province by increasing the meanii 
of circulation ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, aa follows : — 

i. That William Muirhead, George H. Rqssell, Edward 
Williston, George Burchill, Jabez B. Snowball, Hugh Bain, 
Alexander M'Laggan, Adam D. Shereff, Francis E, Winslow, 
George Kerr, Allan A. Davidson, Eichard Hocken, Henry 
Cunard, Robert Bro^n, Peter Morrisson, the Hoaorablea 
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Peter Mitchell, John Ferguson, Willism Hamitton, and 
Jamea Davideon, tbeir aasociates, successors or assigns, be 
and the^ are hereby declared to be a body corporate, by the 
name of " The President, Directors and Company of the 
Kortbern Bank," and they shall be pereons capable and able 
in law to have, get, receive, take, possess, and enjoy bouses, 
lands, tenements, hereditaments, and rents, in fee eimple or 
otherwise, and also goods and chattels, and fill other thinge, 
real, personal, or mixed, andalso to give, grant, let or assign 
the same or any part thereof, and to do and execute all other 
things in and about the same, as they shall think necessary 
for the benefit and advantage of the said Corporation ; and 
also thai they be persons able and in law capable to sue and 
be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered 
unto, defend and be defended, iu any Court or Courts of Law 
and Equity, or any other places whatsoever, in all and all 
manner of actions, suits, complaints, demands, pleas, causes 
and matters whatsoever, in as full and ample a manner aa 
any other person or persons are in law capable of sueing 
and being sued, pleading and of being impleaded, answering 
and of being answered unto ; and also that they shall have 
one common seal to serve for the ensealing all and singular 
their grants, deeds, oonveyaace?, contracts, bonds, articles 
of agreement, assignments, powersand warrants of Attorney, 
and all -and singular their affairs and things touching and 
concerning the said CorporatioQ ; and also that they, the said 
President, Directors, and Company, or the nj^er part of 
them, shall from time to time, and at all .times, have full 
power and authority and licence to constitute, ordain, make, 
and establish such laws and ordinances as may he thought 
necessary for the good rule and government of the said Cor- 
poration, provided that such laws and ordinances be not 
contradictory or repugnant to the laws or statutes of that 
part of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
called England, or repugnant or contrary to the laws or 
sbitutes of this Province. 

2. The capital stock of the said Corporation shall fonsiijt 
of current gold and silver coins of the Province to the amoont 
of eighty thona^nd dollars ; the sum of forty thousaod dol* 
lars, one half part thereof, to be paid in current gold and 
silver coins of the Province of New Brunswick, within ope 
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year from the pasiing of thia Act, and the further sum of 
forty thousand dollars within two years from the passing of 
this Act, the whole amount of the said stock to be divided 
into shares of one hundred dollars each, making in tho 
whole eight hundred shares. 

8. The said Corporation shall have full power and antho- 
rity to take, receive, bold, poBsees and enjoy in fee simple, 
any lands, tenements, real estate, and rents, to any amount 
not exceeding sixteen thousand dollare ; provided neverthe- 
less, that nothing herein contained shall prevent or restrain 
the said Corporation from taking .or holding real estate to 
any amount whatsoever, by mortgage taken as collateral 
security for the payment of any sum or sums of money ad- 
vanced by, or debts due to the Corporation ; provided fur- 
ther, that the said Corporation shall on no account lend 
money upon mortgage, or upon lands or other fixed property, 
Dor shall such be purchased by the said Corporation upon 
any pretext whatsoever, unless byway of additional security 
for debts contracted with the said Corporation in the course 
of its dealings. 

4. No mortgage shall be taken npon lands or other fixed 
property, by the said Corporation, as collateral security, ex- 
cept for debts previously contracted with the said Corpora- 
tion in the course of its legitimate banking business, and all 
such mortgages shall be collected or disposed of, and con- 
verted into money by the Corporation, within a period not 
exceeding five years from the date of every such mortgage, 
or from the time the same came into the possession of the 
eaid Corporation ; this not to affect the rights of an assignee. 

5. Whenever four hundred shares of the said capital stock 
shall have been subscribed, a genera! meeting of the mem. 
bers and stockholders of the said Corporation, or the major 
part of them, may take place by notice in one or more of the 
public Newspapers published in this Province, thirty days 
previous to such meeting, for the purpose of making, ordain- 
ing, and estabiishing such bye-laws, ordinances and regula- 
tions for the good management of the affairs of the said 
Corporation, as the members and stockholders of the said 
Corporation shall deem necessary, and also for the purpose 
of choosing five Directors, being members and stockholders 
of the said Corporation, under and in pursuance of the rules 
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and regoIatioiiB hereinafter made and provided, which Di- 
rectors 80 cboaen shall serve until the first annual meeting for 
choice of Directors, and shall have full power and authority 
to manage tho affairs of the said Corporation, and shall 
commence the operationB of the said Bank, subject nevor- 
thelesB to the rnles and regDlattons hereinafter made and 
provided ; at which general meeting the members and stock- 
holders of the said Corporation, or the major part of them. 
shall determine the amount of payments to be made on each 
share, also the mode of transferring and disposing of the 
stock and profits thereof, which being entered on the books 
of the said Corporation, shall be binding on the said stock- 
holders, their successors and assigns. 

6. There shall be a general meeting of the stockholders 
and members of the said Corporation, to be annually holden 
on the first Monday in May in each and every year, at 

, Chatham, in the Connty of Northumberland, at which 
annual meeting there shall be chosen by a majority of the 
said stockholders and members of the e^d Corporation, fire 
Directors, each of whom shall be a resident of the said 
County, and continue in office for one year, or until others 
.are chosen in their room ; in the choice of which Directors 
the stockholders and members of the said Corporation shall 
vote according to the rujes hereinafter mentioned, and the 
Directors when chosen, shall at their first meeting after their 
election, choose out of their number a President. 

7. The Directors for the time being sh^l have power to 
appoint such officers, clerks and servants as they or the major 
part of them shall think necessary for executing the business 
of the s»d Corporation, and shall allow them such compen- 
sation for their respective services as to them shall appear 
reasonable and proper ; all which, together with the expense 
of buildings, bouse rent, and all otlier contingencies, shall

in any other Banking Company in this Province. 

11. Every Cashier and Clerk of the said Corporation 
before he enters upon the duties of his office, shall give 
bonds with two or more sureties, to be approved of by 
the Directors, that is to say, every Cashier in a sum not less 
than twenty thousand dollars, with a condition for hie good 
and faithful behaviour, and every Clerk with the like con- 
ditions and sureties in such sum as the Directors shall ddem 
adequate to the trusts reposed in them. 

12. The numbe^r of votes which each stockholder shall be 
entitled to on every occasion when in conformity to the 
provisions of this Act the votes of the stockholders are to be 
given, shall be in the following proportion, that is to say: 
for one share and not more than four shares, one vote; for 
every four shares above four and not exceeding twenty, one

commenced the building of certain branches in sud Act 
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Damedand authorized to be bailt: Andwharaas other branch 
lineB may be hereafter built under the provisions of said re- 
cited Act; Aod whereas euoh braDches are intended to con- 
nect with main Unea of Railway already built and in operation, 
or which maybe hereafter built : And whereas it is juat and 
desirable that every facility shonld be i^ven to such branches 
and main linfla to connect with or cross each other, and to 
haol cars without transhipment of freight from any euoh 
branch line to and over any such m^n line, sod from any 
such main line to and orer any auch branch line, to place of 
destination, and that provision should be made in oases of 
failure of a^«ement between parties owning or having tho 
management of any aaoh main Hbe aud any each branch

3. When either of the said Companies or bodies oorpo- 
rate, the lessee or lessees, manager or agent of same, shall 
neglect or refuse, or be unable from any cause so to draw 
over its road the cars of any other Railroad conneoting with

"Whereas the opening and ezteneion of Saint John Street, 
in the City of Saint John, from Duke Street to Reed's Point 
"Wharf, on the eastern side of the Harbour, is deemed highly 
necessary, and would be a great pablic benefit ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Goremor, Le- 
gislative Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. It shall and may be lawful for the Qovemorin Council 
to nominate and appoint, and also to re-appoint and supply 
as it may be expedient or necessary, three discreet and dis- 
interested persons, Commiesioners for performing the duties 
hereinafter in this behalf prescribed, which said Commis- 
sioners, before they enter on the performance of the daties 
of t^eir appointment, shall severally take and subscribe an 
oath or affirmation before any Justice of the Peace in and

tion thereof to satisfy the claim and expenses, to be sold at 
public auction, and out of the proceeds thereof, the amount 
of the assessment against the owner or owners thereof, or 
parties interested therein, to be paid to such receiver ; and 
the overplus, if any, arising from such sale, after deducting 
all just charges and expenses, to be paid to the owner or 
owners of the lands, tenements and hereditaments so sold 
as aforesaid, or person or persons entitled to receive the 
same ; or if he, she or they cannot upon diligent enquiry be 
found or ascertitined to the satisfaction of the said Mayor, 
then to be paid into the Equity side of the Supreme Court 
of this Province, to be secured, disposed of, or invested, as 
the said Court shall direct. 

9. The Sheriff shall give ninety days notice of the time 
and piaoe of such sale in three or more of the Newspapers 
published in the City of Saint John, and shall execute a 
deed or deeds of the lands, tenements and hereditaments so 
■sold, to the purchaser or purchasers thereof, which shall be 
good and effectual to pass the title thereto as against the 
owner, and all and every person or persons made liable to' 
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pay any sara or sums of money in reBpect tberaof, under and 
by virtue of this Act, and for payment and collection of 
which the ewd lands, tenements, hereditaments and premises 
ehall haye been sold as aforesaid : Nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall affect any agreement between landlord and 
tenant, or any other contracting parties as between th.em- 
selveB, respecting the payments of any sacb assessments or 
charges as aforesaid,, but they shall be answerable to each 
other in the same manner as if the provisiops in this Act 
contained concerning the same had not been made ; and if 
any money so to be assessed, be paid by, or collected, or re- 
covered from any person or persons, when by agreement or 
law the same ought to have been borne and paid by some 
other person or persona, it shall be lawful for the person or 
persons paying the same, or from whom the same shall have 
been recovered by distress, suit, or otherwise, to sue for and

1. All persons liable to perform statute labour on the roads

2. The moneys required to be paid by virtue of this Act 
shall be assessed, levied and collected in the same manner as 
any Parish or County rates are assessed, levied and collected 
by virtue of any law now in force or hereafter to be in force 
for that purpose in this Province; and such moneys when 
collected shall be paid over to the Commissioners of High- 
ways for the said Parish, to be expended for the districts in 
which they are collected, 

3. The Commissioners shall bo annually appointed iu said 
Parish for that purpose, in the same manner and by the same 
authority as Commissioners of Highways are now appointed, 
which said moneys shall be by them expended by public con- 
tract or by sale at auction, on the roads and bridges within 
the said Parish. 

4. Such Commissioners shall, before entering upon the 
duties of their office, g^ve a bond with two sureties to the

4. No person shall be entitled to attend or vote at such

6. Such sale shall be made at auction, upon not less than 
thirty days notice by the President in some Newspaper pub- 
lished in the City of Saint John, and the stbck shall be 
transferred by the President and Secretary to the purchaser, 
who shall thereupon be entitled to a new certificate thereof; 
and the proceeds of such sale shall be applied towards paying 
the amount of such call or assessment with interest, and the 
coats, charges and expenses of such notice, sale and trans- 
fer, and the residue (if any) to the former owner. 

7. The joint stock and property alone of the said Cor- 
poration shall be liable for the debts and engagements of 
the same.

Be it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Asaembly, as follows : — 

1. It shall and may be lawful for the Mayor, Aldermea 
and Commonalty of the City of Saint John, asd they are 
hereby anthorized from time to time, to borrow such sum 
and sums of money as they may consider advisable, not 
exceeding in fhe whole the sum of twenty thousand dollars, 
to be applied towards the cutting down, raising, levelling or 
improving any street or streets in that part of the City of 
Saint John on the eastern side of the harbour, and to no 
other use or purpose whatsoever. 

3- The said sura of twenty thousand dollars shall be bor- 
rowed in loans of not less than four hundred dollars each, 
and Debentures, payable in twenty years from the date at 
which the same shall begin to bear interest, shall be issued 
to the person or persons from whom any such loan may be 
obtained, and in such form as the said Mayor, Aldermen 
and Commonalty may deem expedient, with or without 
coupons for interest ; which Debentures shall be sealed with 
the common seal of the said Corporation, and signed by the 
Mayor and Common Clerk, and shall be numbered consecu-

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tively according to the order in which the same shall be 
iBsned ; and the coapons for interest shsll be aigned by the 
Mayor and Common Clerk ; and a record of such Ceben- 
tnrea shall be kept by the Common Cleric, 

8. The said Debentures so to be issued under the provi- 
sions of this Act, shall be negotiable in the same nanner as 
promiee3ry notes payable to bearer ; and the holders thereof 
shall be entitled to receive interest oa. the same semi- 
annnally, at the rate of six per centum per annum, to be paid 
by the Chamberlain of the said City out of the fnnds herein- 
after provided, on presenting the coopoDB for the same. 

4. All moneys loaned to the said Corporation nnder this 
Act shall be paid by the lender thereof to the Chamberlain, 
and ahftll be by him paid out upon the orders of the Com- 
mon Council to the contraetors or workmen who shall be 
employed agreeably to the provisions of this Act.

Bb it enacted by the Lieutenant Governor, Legislative 
Council, and Aseembly, as follows : — 

1. That William K. Reynolds, bis associates, Boccesaors 
and assigns, be and they are hereby created and declared to 
be a body corporate and politic, by the name of " The Peo 
pie's Street Railway Company," and by and under that 
name shall have all the general powers and privileges made 
incident to a-Corporation by Act of Assembly cf this Pro- 
vince, and shall sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
and shall have and enjoy all proper remedies at law and in 
eqnitj to secure and protect them in tbe exercise and use 
of the rights and privileges, and in the performance of the 
duties hereinafter granted and enjoyed, and to prevent all 
invasion thereof in exercising and performing the same. 

2. The capital stock of the eaid Company shall be two 
hundred thousand dollars, in ten thousand shares of twenty 
dollars each. 
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S. The joint stock and property of the said Company ahall 
alone be responeible for the debts and engagements of the 
same. 

4. The first meeting of the said Company shall be heU at 
the City of Saint JohD, and shall be called by the said "Wil- 
liani K, Keynolda, or in case of his death, neglect or refusal, 
by any two of the said Company, by giving notice in one or 
more of the public Newspapers published in the City of 
Saint John, at least fourteen days previous to such meeting, 
for the purpose of establishing bye laws, choosing Directors 
and snch other officers as may be necessary for the manage- 
ment of the afiaire of the Company, which meeting may be 
adjourned from time to time as may be found necessary; 
and the Directors and officers so chosen shall serve until 
the first annual meeting, or until oLhers are chosen in their 
stead. 

5. The management of the a:&irs of the said Company 
shall be vested in five Directors, who shall be chosen by the 
stockholders in the manner hereinafter provided, and shall 
hold their offices until others are duly chosen in their st«ad ; 
and such Eoard shall at the first meeting after their election, 
choose one of their number President of the Board, who 
shall also be President of the Company ; and said Board 
shall have authority to appoint a Secretary and Treasurer ; 
the Treasurer to give bonds in such amount as the Board of 
Directors shall from time to time determine ; provided that 
not less than three Directors do form a quorum for the trans- 
action of business ; and in case of the absence of the Presi- 
dent, the Directors shall have power to appoint one of their 
number Chairman for the occasion. 

6. The Directors of the said Company shall be chosen at 
the said first meeting, and thereafter at the annual general 
meeting of said Company, by ballot, and the Directors so 
chosen shall remain in office one year, or until, others are 
duly chosen in their place. 

7. So person shall be eligible as a Director unless such 
person is a stockholder and holds not less than twenty 
shares of the capital stock of t^e said Corporation, and is 
the full age of twenty one years ; and in case of any vacancy 
among the Directors by death, resignation, or disqualifi- 
cation by the sale and transfer of stock or other cause, the 
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Directors may fill op any such vacaocy by choosing oue of 
the Btockholdere quaiitied, and the person so chosen shall 
serve until another be elected in his stead. 

8. The number of votes to which each stockholder shall 
be entitled on any occasion when in conformity to the pro- 
visions of this Act the votes of the stockholders are to be 
given, shall be in proportion of one vote to each share of 
stock, and absent stockholders may vote by proxy, provided 
such proxy be a stockholderand produce safficient authority 
in writing. 

9. The annual general meeting of the said Companyehall 
be holden in the City of Saint John on the third Wednes- 
day in January, or such other day in each year as may from 
time to time be determined by the bye laws, at such time 
and place as the Directors for the time being may appoint. 

10. The shares of the said Company shall be assignable 
and transferable according to such rules and regulations as 
may be established in that behalf, bnt no arrangement or 
transfer shall be valid and effectual unless the same shall 
be entered and registered in a book to be kept for that pur- 
pose, and in no case shall a fractional part of a share be 
assignable or transferable ; whenever any stockholder shall 
duly transfer alt his stock or shares in said Company he 
shall ce:ase to be a member of said Corporation. 

11. The said Company may from time to time make such 
calls or assessments upon the capital stock thereof as they 
may deem necessary for carrying on their operations ; such 
call or assessment, when made, shall be deemed to be 
and shall be a debt due from the shareholder to the Com- 
pany, and may be sued for by the Company and recovered 
with interest and costs of suit in a Courtof competent juris- 
diction within said Province ; and whenever any assessment 
shall be made by the stockholders of the said Company, it. 
shall be the duty of the Treasurer to give notice thereof in 
a Newspaper published in the City of Saint John, requiring 
payment of the same within thirty days ; and if any stock- 
holder shall neglect or refuse to pay to the said Treasurer 
the amount of such assessment upon his shares, it shall be 
the duty of the Treasurer, after the expiration of suoh thirty 
days, to advertise all such delinquent shares for sale at public 
auction, giving at least twenty days notice of the time and 
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plaee of such sale ; and all shares upoo which the aesesameut 
is not then paid, with interest from the time sach assessment 
became due, shall be sold to the highest bidder, and after 
retaining the amoont of aBsesement aud iuterest due on each 
share, and the expense of advertising and selUng, the residue 
(if any) shall be paid over to the former owner, and a new 
certificate or certificates of the shares so sold shall be made 
out and delivered to the purchaser ; provided always, that 
no assessment shall be made except by a vote of the stock- 
holders, and by a majority of all the shares. 

12. All meetings of the said Company shall be called b? 
public notice being given of the time and place in a News- 
paper printed in the City of Biiint John, seven ilays at least 
before the time of such meeting ; and special) meetings may 
he called by the Secretary under the authority of the I^rec- 
tors, or 'hy shareholders representing not leas than one 
thousand shades of stock, upon giving the like notice. 

13. In any aeti<ai or suit to he brought by the said Com- 
pany against any shareholder, to recover any money due for 
any call, it shall not he necessary to set forth the special 
matter; but it shall l>e sufficient for the sai4 Company to 
declare that the defendant is the holder of one share ot 
more, as the case may be, (staging the number of shares,) in 
the said Company, and is indebted to the said Company io 
the sum of money to which the assessment or a^sessnggmt 
in arrear shall amount, in respect of one assesament or more,^ 
upon one share or more, as the case rofliy be. (staling the 
number and amount of such assessments,) by taeans of whjph 
an aotioD hath accrued to the said Company by virtue of 
this Act. 

14. Or the trial of any sppb action it sbAll be saffi^ient to 
prove that the defendant at the time of making such asseea- 
ment was a holder of o&e share or more in the said under- 
talcing, and that suoh assesament was in fact made; audit 
shailnotbe necessary to prove any other mattw whatsoever^ 
and thereupon the said Company shall be entitled to recover 
what shall be due upon such call aad interest thereon. 

15. The said Company are hereby empowered to constroet, 
maintain and age a Railway or Railways, with jingle on 
double tracks, over and upon such of the strBets, highways 
and bridges io the City of Saint John, ae may be agfeed 
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upon between the said Company and the Mayor, Aldermen 
and Commonalty of the City of Saint John, in Common 
Council, and Cver and upon such of the streets, roads, high- 
ways and bridges in the County of Saint John, as may he 
agreed upon between the said Company and the General 
SeBsions of the Peace for the City and County of Saint John. 

16. The railway and tracks constructed hy the said 
Company shall be woriced and used with horee power 
for the conveyance of passengers thereon, provided that 
steam power may be introduced and used by the said Com- 
pany whenever and so soon as the said Mayor, Aldermen 
and Commonalty of the City of Saint John, in Common 
Council, shall hy resolution, on application of the said Com- 
pany, consent thereto. 

17. The position, placing and laying down of the several 
railway tracks, shall be done so as not to interfere with 
the ordinary tmffic upon and over the streets and highways 
where the same may be laid ; the rails to be of such pattern 
awd description as the Common Council may from time to 
time approve, and be laid level with the surface of th« 
street, and shall be laid and placed to the satisfactioa of the 
City Engineer for the time being appointed by the Common 
Council, or other authorized aothority in charge of the 
streets of said City, so &r as such tracks shall be laid in the 
streets of the said City, and to the Batisfaction of the Com- 
iBisBioners or other anthorized authority having charge of 
the highways in the several Parishes of said County where 
the game may be laid. 

18. The said Company, in the construction of the said 
railway track or tracks, shall from time to time conform 
to Hie grades of the various streets and highways through 
which said tracks or any of them shall ruo ; and shall not 
change or alter snch grades without consent of the Com- 
mon Council, if within swd City, or of the Road Oomlnis- 
sioners or otiier authorized authority, if vridiin any Parish 
in sMd County. 

10. The Company shall he bound to .put the streets and 
highways in or upon which any of their works shall be 
exeemted, in as good a state of repmr as they were prerioas 
to the commencement of sach works, and to maintain in 
like good condition any portion of said streets and highways 
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disturbed for the jjurposes of said Company, for the space of 
one calendar moQth ; and whenever a double track may be 
laid in any street or highway thatdoea not exceed sixty feet 
in width, the said Company shall maintain and keep in good 
order and complete repair at all times all such portions of 
said streets and highways between the outer edge of the 
gutters at the side walks of such streets and highways ; and 
wherever a single track only may be laid in any such streets

with costs by the said Company, in any Court of competent 
jurisdiction ; and whoever fraudulently evades or attempts 
to evade the payment of any toll or fare established by the 
said Company, either by giving a false answer to the col- 
lector of the toll or fere, or by travelling beyond the point 
tp which he has paid the same, or by leaving the rail car

Be it therefere eaaeted bytb^ Lieuteaant Gtov&rnop, Le- 
gislative Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. That the Houorab^ Williasa H. Steeves^ Honon^le 
Abner B. M'Clelaa, John Lewis, Cbarles D. Archibald, 
William MaloomsoQ, tfredoFiiek Ma)eBm'*0ni Joko S[>ei]«er 
Priee, Charles. William Archibald, <?ei»'ge Smitb, Alfred T. 
■DeLirf*, Tbomas'M'ilenFyy.Qoofge CalhiMMij 'Bfinryi RoniHBa, 
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their a&soeiatee, BucceBBora or aBBigns, be and they are hereby 
declared to be a body corporate by the name of '* The Presi- 
dent, Directors and Company of the Albert Bank," and they 
Bhall be persona capable and able in law to have, get, 
receive, take, p.>S8e38 and enjoy Iioubcb, lands, tenements, 
hereditanientB and rents, in fee simple or otherwise, and also 
golds and cliattels, and all other things real, personal or 
mixed, and also to give, grant, let or assign the same or any 
part thereof, and to do and execute all other things in and 
aboat the aame, as they shall think necessary for the benefit 
and advantage of the said Corporation ; and also that they 
be persona able and in law capable to sae and be sued, 
plead and be impleaded, answer and be answered nnto, 
defend and be defended, in any Coort or Courts of Law and 
Equity, or any other place whatsoever, in all and all manner 
of actions, suits, complaints, demands, pleas, causes and 
matters whatsoever, in as full and ample a manner as any 
other person or persons are in law capable of suing or being 
saed, pleading and of being impleaded, answering and of 
being answered unto; and also that they shall have one 
common seal, to aerve for the ensealing all and singular their 
grants, deeds, conveyances, contracts, bonds, articles of 
agreement, assignments. Powers and Warrants of Attorney, 
and all and singular tbeir affairs and things touching and 
concerning the said Corporation ; and also that they, the 
said President, Directors and Company, or the major part 
of them, shall from time to time, and at all times, have fult 
power and authority and licence to constitute, ordain, make 
and establish such laws and ordinances aa maybe thought 
necessary for the good rale and government of the said Cor- 
poration, provided that such laws and ordinances be not 
contradictory or repugnant to the Laws or Statutes of that 
part of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
called England, or repugnant or contrary to the Laws or 
Statutes of this Province. 

2. The capital stock of the said Corporation shall consist 
of current gold and silver coins of the Province, to the 
amount of one hundred thousand dollars ; the sum of fifly 
thousand dollars, one half part thereof, to be paid in current 
gold and silver coins of the Province of New Brnnswick 
-within one year iirom the passing pf tbia Act, andib«further 
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sum of fifty thousand dollars within two years from the pass- 
ing of this Act; the whole amount of the said stock to be 
divided into shares of fifty dollars each, making in the whole 
two thousand shares. 

3. The said Corporatiau shall have full power and autho- 
rity to take, receive, hold, possess and enjoy, in fee simple, 
any lands, teuements, real estate, and rents, to any amount 
not exceeding twenty thousand dollars ; provided neverthe- 
less, that nothing herein contained shall prevent or restrain 
the said Corporation from taking or holding real estate to 
any amount whatsoever, by mortgage taken as collateral 
security for the payment of any sum or sums of money ad- 
vanced by, or debts due to the Corporation ; provided fur- 
ther, that the said Corporation shall on no account lend 
money upon mortgage, or upon lands or other fixed property, 
nor shall such he purchased by the said Corporation upon 
any pretext whatsoever, unless by way of additional security 
for debts contracted with the said Corporation in the course 
of its dealings. 

4. No mortgage shall be taken upon lands or other fixed 
property, by the said Corporation, as collateral security, 
except tor debts previously contracted with the said Corpo- 
ration in the course of its legitimate banking business, and 
all snch mortgages shall be collected or disposed of, and 
converted into money by the said Corporation, within a 
period not exceeding five years from the date of every such 
mortgage, or from the time the same came into the posses- 
sion of the said Corporation ; this not to affect the rights of 
an assignee. 

5. Whenever one thousand shares of the said capital stock 
shall have been subscribed, a general meeting of the mem- 
bers and stockholders of the said Corporation, or the major 
part of them, may take place by notice in one or more of 
the public Newspapers published in this Province, thirty 
days previous to such meeting, for the purpose of making, 
ordaining and establishing such bye laws, ordinances and re- 
gulations for the good management of the afiuirs of the said 
Corporation, as the members and stockholders of the said 
Corporation ehall deem necessary, and also for the purpose of 
choosing five Directors, beiug members and stockholders of 
the sfud Corporation, under and in pursuance of the rules 
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Slid re^nlations hereinafter made and provuled ; which Di* 
rectors so chosen shall serve until the first annual meeting 
for thoice of Directors, and shall have full power and aolliO' 
rity to manage the afikire of the said Corporation, and shall 
Gommence the operations of the saiid Bank, suhjoYit Be>rer- 
theleis to the niks tnd regtitati(»QS hereinafter made and 
provided ; at which general meeting the tnembora aind sttvck- 
holders of the said Corporation, or the major part of them, 
shall determine the amount of payments tx> be made on each 
share, also the mode of transferring and disposing of the 
stock and profits thereof, which being entered on the bonks 
of the CorporaFtioQ shaU be binding on the said stockholders, 
their sucaessors and ftssigiis. 

6. There shall be a general meeting of the stockboldTS 
and members of the said Corporation,, to beanntuUly holden 
on the first Monday in May in each and every year, at Hille- 
borongh, in the Coonty of Albert, at which annual meeting 
there shall be chosen by a mnjority of the said slockbolders 
and members of the said Corporation, five Directors, each of 
whom shall be a resident of the said County, and continue 
in office for one year, or ButVl others are chosen in their 
room ; in the choice of which Directors the stockholders 
and members of the said Corporation shall TCte aocording 
to the rules hereinafter m«ntioned, and the Direetoirs, when 
chosen, shall at their first meeHing after their election choose 
ont of their number a President. 

7. The Directors for the time being shall have power to 
appoint such officefs, clerks, atid eervanta, as they, or the

8. Not less tbao three Directors shall constitate a Board 
for the transactioB of business, of which the President shall 
.always be one, except in the caM of sickoeaa or aMMsary 
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absence, in wtiicb caae the DirectorB present tnuj uhoose one 
of their Board as Chairman in his. stead ; tJie Fr«8ident sliall 
vote «t tbe Board ae a Director, and in case of ^ere being 
an equal mioiberof votes fitr and against any gueUion before 
them, the President shall ha-e a casting vote; provided 
aivajB, that no bill or note ofi*ered for discount at the said 
Bank shaj] be refused or excluded by a sinj^e vote. 

9. No Director shaU be entitled to any salary or emolu- 
ment for his services ; bat the atockbdders and members of 
the said Corporatix>tt may make soch compensation to the 
President ae to tbero shall appear reasonable and proper. 

-10. So person shall be eligible as a XHroLtor niilcss aiuth 
pereou is a stocklu^der, and holding sot lessthen tea shares 
of the capital stock of the said Coiporation ; provided 
always, that the stockholder so otherwise qualitied be not a 
Director in. any other Banking Company in thie ProviHte, 

11. Every Cashier and Clerk of tlie aaid Corporation, 
before he enters aspon th« duties of his office, shall give 
bonds, with two or more sureties to be approveii of by the 
Directors, &at is to any, every Oashijer in a aam not kss 
than twenty thousand. dK^Jiars, with a oonditimi tor hia good 
and faithful behaviour; aud evary Gledc with. th« like oou- 
ditiosB.and euiretiee, in such sum as the DireotDi»«hajl deem 
adequate Co the truate reposedin them. 

12. Tho nnmber of votes which eaxiheitockhx^der shall be 
entitled to «fi every ooeaaton when in oonforoiity to the 
provisions of thie Act tl»e votes of the stockholders are to be

lA. No laesahoT- of the «aid Oo^cratioQ ijutia^ ttii» &»t 
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three raontba, to be accounted from and after the passing of 
this Act, ehaU be entitled to hold and Bubscribe for more 
than forty shares of the said capital stock ; and if the whole 
of the said capital stock shall not have beeu subscribed 
within the said three months so to be aceouuted as aforesaid, 
then and in such case it shall be lawful for any stockholder 
or stockholders to increase his or their subscriptions to eighty 
shares; provided always, that no stockholder shall be per- 
mitted to hold more than one hundred shares in the whole, 
unless the same be acquired by pur. base after the said Bank 
shall have commenced its uperations; and provided also, 
that no stockholder in the said Bank at any one time shall 
hold more than twenty per cent, of the capital stock. 

15. The Directors are and they are hereby authorized to 
fill up any vacancy that shall be occasioned in the Buerd by 
the death, resignation, or absence from the Province for 
three months, of any of its members ; but in the case of the 
removal of a Director by the stockholders for misconduct 
or mal-administration, his place shall be filled up by the 
said stockholders ; and the person so chosen by the Directors 
or the stockholders shall serve until the next succeeding 

-aanual meeting of the stockholders. 

16. Before any stockholder shall be required to make pay- 
ment of any instalment upon theamount of his subscription, 
thirty days previous notice shall be given by the Directors 
in two of the Newspapers published in this Province, of the 
time and place of payment; and the Directors shall com- 
mence with the business and operations of the Bank of the 
said Corporation; provided always, that no Bank bills or 
Bank notes shall be issued or put in circulation, nor any 
bill or note discounted at the said Bank, until the said sum 
of fifty thousand dollars shall be actually paid in and received 
on account of the subscriptions to the capital stock of the 
said Bank. 

17. As soon as the sum of fifty thousand dollars shall have 
been paid in current gold and silver coins, and shall then be 
in the vaults of the said Bank, the President shall give notice 
thereof to the Secretary of the Province for the information 
of the Governor, who is hereby authorized, by and with the 
advice nf iter Majesty's Executive Coiincil, to appoint three 
Commissioners, not being stockholders, whose duty it shall 
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be to examine and count the money actually in the vaults, 
and to BseertMn by the oathe of the majority of the Directors, 
that half the amount of its capital baa been paid in by the 
BtockholderH towards payment of their respective shares, and 
not for any other purpose, and that it is intended to have it 
there remain as part of the capital stock of the said Bank; 
which investigation ia hereby declared indispensable, and 
shall be made at the periods prescribed by the second Section 
of this Act, when paying in the capital stock of the said 
Bank. 

18. The shares or capital stock shall be assignable and 
transferable according to the rules and regulations that may 
be established in that behalf; but no assignment or transfer 
shall be valid or effectual unless such assignment or transfer 
shall be entered and registered in a book to be kept by the 
Directors for that purpose, nor until such person or persons 
so making the same, shall previously discharge all debts 
actually due and payable to the said Corporation ; in no case 
shall any ft-a^itional part of a share, or other than a complete 
share or shares, be assignable or transferable ; and whenever 
any stockholder shall transfer in manner aforesaid all his 
stock or shares in the said Bank to any other person or per- 
sons whatever, such stockholder shall cease to be a member 
of the said Corporation. 

19. The said Corporation shall not directly or indirectly 
deal io any thing excepting bills of exchange, gold or silver 
bullion, or in the sale of goods really and truly pledged for 
money lent and not redeemed in due time, or in the sale of 
stock pledged for money lent and not so redeemed, which 
said goods and stock so pledged shall be sold by the said 
Corporation at public sale at any time not leas than thirty- 
days after the period for redemption ; and if upon such Bale 
of goods or stock there shall be a surplus, after deducting 
the money lent, together with the expenses of sale, such 
surplus shall be paid to the proprietors thereof respectively. 

20. The holders of the stock of the said Bankjshall be 
chargeable in their private and individual capacity, and shall 
be holdea for the payment and redemption of all bills which 
may have been issued by the said Corporation, and also for 
the payment of all debts at any time dne from the said 
Corporation, in proportion to tiie stock they respectively

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hold ; provided always, that in do case shall any one stock- 
holder be liable to pay a sam exoeediD^ the ajnotiat ef sto^ 
actually then held by him.; provided nevertheless, that 
nothing herein previously contained shall be construed to 
exempt the joint stock of the said Corporation from being 
also liable for and chargeable vrith the debts and engage- 
ments of the same. 

21. Every bond, Bank bill or Bank note, or other inatrn- 
mantj by the terms or effects of which the said Corpotatioa 
may be charged or held liable for the payment of money, 
shall epeciatly declare in such form as the Board of Oireotors 
shall prescribe, that payment shall be made out of the joint 
funds of the said Corporation ; provided nevertheless, thai 
nothing herein contained shall be co&stmed to alter, cbango 
or diminish the responsibilities or tiabili^a imposed on 
stockholders in their individual capacities by the nineteenth 
Section of this Act 

22. The total amount of the debts (deposits excepted) 
which the said Corporation shall at any time owe, whether 
by bond, hill, or note, or other contract whatsoever, shall not 
exceed twice the amount of the capital stock aotnally piud 
in by tiie stockholders ; and io case of any ezceaa, the Direo« 
tors under whose administration and maoag«meDt the same 
shall happen, shall be liable for such exeem io their indivi- 
dual and private capacities ; provided always, that the lands, 
tenements, goods and chattels of the said CorpoiatioD shall 
also be liable for such excess, 

2S. The Directors shall make half yearly dividends of all 
profits, reuts, premiums and interests of the said Corpora- 
tion, payable at such time and place as the Direators shall 
^point, of which they shall give tiiirty days notioe io two 
Newspapers published in this Province. 

24. The books, papers, correspondence and funds of the 
said Corporation sbatl, at all times, be subject to the ioepeo- 
tion of the Directors ; but no stockholder not a Director 
sh^l inspect the account of any individual with the said 
Corporation. 

25. All hills or notes issued by the said Corpomtion shall 
be signed by the Preeudent for the time being, and ooUnter- 
ugned and attested by the Cashier, and shall be printed and 
piflde in steel plates ; and. all bilU wid notea so ei^ed and 
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cooQtersigned, efaall be biodinj; on the said OorporatioD, 
and payable in specie at tiie sud Bank; provided no note 
fihall be ieeued by the said <jOFporatioTi for a less Bnm thaa 
one doHar. 

26. The s^d Oorporation shall be liable to pay to any 
bona JuU holder, the original amount of any note of the said 
itank whioh ehaU have been altered in the coarse of its 
circnlation to a larger amoant, notwithstanding such altera- 
tion. 

^. The said Bank ehaH be kept and eBtablisfaed in the 
County of Albert, at such place in the said County as the 
Bsard of Directors may think proper, 

28. The Pirectors shall at the general meeting to be held 
OQ the first Monday in May in every year, lay before the 
stockholders for their information, an exact and particular 
statement c^ the amount of debts due to and by the eaid Cor- 
poration, the amount of Bank notes then in circulation, -the 
amount of gold and silver in hand, and the amount of inch 
debts as are in their opinion bad or doubtful ; also the sur- 
plna or profits (if any) remaining after deduction of losses 
and provision for dividends ; which statement shallbe signed 
by lihe Directors and attested by the Cashier ; and a duplicate 
statement so signed and attested, shall be transmitted to the 
Secretary of the Province, for the information of the Gov- 
ornor and Legislature ; provided always, that ikte rendering 
of such statement shall not extend to give any right to the 
stockholders not bang Directors, to inject the account of 
any individual or individuals with the swd Corporation. 

20. No loan shall be madeby the siud Bank on &e pledge 
Ot its own stock. 

SO. Any-Joint Committee hereafter to be appointed ■^by 
the Honorable the Legislative Council and the House of 
Assembly for the purpose of examining into the proceedings 
of the said Corporation shall, either during the Session or 
prorogation -of the Oeiteral Assembly, have free access to all 
the -books and vaults of the same. 

81, Any nirmber of stockholders not lessthan twelve, who 
together shall he proprietors of three htindred shares, shall 
have power at anytime by themselves or their proxies to 
call a general meeting of the stockholders, for purposes re- 
lating to the bdeiness of the said Corporation, giving at

?^!hich return shall he signed by the Cashier of the said 
Bank, who shall make oath or affirmation before an; Justice 
of the Peace to the truth of the said return, according to the 
best of his knowledge and belief; and the Cashier of the 
said Bank sb^ll also make return under oath, whenever 
required b; theLegi^latDre, of the names of the stockholders, 
andtheaniount of the stock owned by each; anda majority 
of the Directors of the said Bank shall certify and mak^ 
oath. Gfr a^ri^ation before any tTustice of the Peace, as the 
saa^ Cashi^, .thftt, the books of the s^dBank indicate the, 
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state of the facts eo returned b; their Cashier, and that they

eopy of the execution shall be so left with the Cashier. 

40. And in case it should hereafter be found necessaty at 
any time frfter the payment in, and certificate &f such firet 
XaentiOned capital, and within seven years from the time of 
passing this Act, to increase the capital stock of the said 
Bank, the sai&e may be effected by resolution of the Direc- 
tors, ortbetnajorpartof them, for the time being, sanctioned 
and approved of by a majority of the votes of the share- 
holders present in person or by proxy, at a general meeting 
convened after special notice of the same and its intended 
object ; »MtAi additional capital stock may be raised by the

thereon, will be required to be paid into the said Bank. 

43. The whole of such advance or premium, if any, first 
deducting the charges of sale, shall he divided in equal pro- 
pordons among the shares in the stock of such Bank, as 
well the old as the new stock ; and such dividend of the said 
premiufb shall be declared and paid hy the Directors imme- 
diately after the payment into the Bank of the purchase 
money of the said additional shares ; and habking opera- 
tions, may take place upon each respective amount of such 
additional stock sold as aforesaid, when the Directors or a 
majority of them, together with the Cashier of the said

"WHERBAfl the Calkera of the City and County of Saint 
John have fonned themselves into an Association, for the 
purpose of raising and securing a fund for the mutual assist- 
ance and benefit of members thereof, and of their families, 
in case of sickness, inability, or death : And whereas for the 
purpose of managing their pecuniary affdrs, and no other, 
the said Association should be protected by an Act of Incor- 
poration ; — 

Be it therefore enacted by the Lieutenant Oovemor, Legis- 
lative Council, and Assembly, as follows : — 

1. That Daniel Haslam, John £. Thomas, George L. King, 
James Lynch, John W. Cunningham, Jeremiah Dempsey, 
and George Saunders, their associates and successors, be 
and they are hereby erected into a body corporate, by the 
name of " The Calkera' Association of the City and County 
of Saint John," with the powers and privileges made incident 
to a Corporation by Act of Assembly of this Province, for 
the purpose of managing the pecuniary a&irs of stud Asso- 
ciation. 

2. The said Association, in their corporate name, shall be 
capable of acquiring and holding property, real or personal^ 
and the same to sell, convey, contpl, lease, or otherwise 
manage and dispose of at pleasure ; provided that the real 
estate to be held by the said Association shall at no lime 
exceed is value the sum of oue thousand pounds.
